DETAILED ACTION 
Response to A Request of Reconsideration 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action sent on July 26, 2002, is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that 
action is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1 and 10 are allowable because there is no prior art of record that either 
teaches or suggests an ellipsoidal polarizing plate comprising a second optical 
anisotropic layer, which is an optically positive and uniaxial, having an angle of 0° to 5° 
between the direction giving the maximum refractive index and the layer plane. 

Claims 2-9 are allowable by the set forth above reason of the claims from which 
they depend. 

Conclusion

• Yamamoto (US61 88455B1 ) discloses a liquid crystal display with two optical 
compensation units.
